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Introduction 


The ward election results are given by ward, then date. The candidates are listed in order 
of votes, with successful candidates in bold. 

Each ward has (usually) 3 councillors, and these are (usually) elected one at a time, to 
serve 3 or 4 years. 

There have been a few years when the whole council has been elected at once (due to 
boundary changes, etc.) This is called an “All up election”. 

If a councillor steps down for any reason, then either there is a byelection, or the next 
council election will be for 2 places. This means that sometimes elected councillors serve 
for shorter terms. 

This book explains how long a councillor serves, by designating the seats with a number, 
1, 2 or 3, given before the name of the elected candidate. So if there is “1” before the 
name, scan down the list to see the next time that “1” is given, and that will show how 
long the councillor served. 

(R) after a candidate’s name means that this is a retiring candidate, standing for 
re-election. Sometimes this maybe someoneretiring from a different ward, or an 
alderman, which will be specified. 

Information in italics concerns political parties. No change means that the successful 
candidate is the same party as the retiring candidate (it may, or may not, be the same 
person). Otherwise it gives which party gained seats. This is important, since it affects the 
political make-up of the whole council, and may lead to a change of power. The majority 
of the lowest successful candidate over the highest non-successful candidate is also 
given, since this shows whether this is a “safe” seat or more marginal. 

From time to time, there were re-wardings, where the boundaries of the wards were 
changed, due to changes in populations of the various wards. Sometimes new wards were 
created, or an old ward removed. These are indicated in the results. At the end of the 
results, there are maps showing where the ward boundaries were for each ward.

Mayors of Cambridge 1935-2019 


The Mayor of Cambridge is chosen by Cambridge City Council. There are ceremonial 
duties, but the Mayor is still a councillor and may vote as such. The Mayor also has a 
casting vote when chairing a meeting. 

The names repeat what appears (or will in due course appear) at the top of the stairs 
outside the Guildhall Council chamber. This includes the now somewhat quaint way of 
distinguishing the genders before 1998 - names for (untitled) women, initials for men. 

The Mayor of Cambridge should not be confused with the Mayor of Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough, who is directly elected, and is the leader of the Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Combined Authority.

The following comes from Colin Rosenstiel’s own introduction to his website: 


Electoral History 

Cambridge City Council has had 42 councillors since 1935. Initially 12 wards each 
elected 3 councillors and there were 6 University councillors. All councillors served 
three-year terms, one third retiring each year, one in each ward plus two of the University 
councillors. In addition there were 14 aldermen, including 2 University aldermen. 
Aldermen were appointed by the councillors for six-year terms, half retiring every three 
years. 

The ward boundaries were unchanged from 1935 until 1968 when the inner-city St 
Matthew's Ward was abolished, most of its electorate being divided between Market and 
Petersfield, and its councillors allocated to the new Arbury Ward, which was created, 
mostly from West Chesterton, to represent the growing suburban estates there. Minor 
changes were made to all the other wards except Coleridge. In 1971, most students 
became eligible to vote for the first time, with dramatic effects on the electorates of some 
wards, especially Market and Newnham. 

Local Government Re-organisation 

After the 1973 Local Government re-organisation, the City Council retained 42 
councillors, all now elected. Initially they were elected from the same 12 wards, each 
being allocated between 2 and 5 councillors in proportion to its electorate, all for a three- 
year term. 

The 1976 City election started a new system of retirement by thirds, following the 
creation of 14 new wards with changed boundaries. City elections are now held in 3 years 
out of 4, with councillors serving 4 year terms. (In the fourth year County elections are 
held.) 

Another watershed was crossed in 2004 when the City Council had another election for 
the whole council on new boundaries, as in 1976. The same 14 wards continue but with 
changed boundaries. The members elected in 2004 retired by thirds in 2006, 2007 and 
2008. 

Research and technical details 

The information on these pages was collected from first-hand records taken at election 
counts since 1969 and from sources (mainly the Cambridge Evening News) in the 
Cambridgeshire collection of the Cambridge Central Library. I acknowledge with thanks 
the assistance and encouragement of Mike Petty and Chris Jakes of that library over 
many years. 
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
